In normal years, Bragg no­ 


ted, irrigation farmers don’t 


turn water on their crop until 


it's w ell up, usually a r o u n d 


mid-April. 
He said the a v ­ 


erage crop w i l l be irrigated 


about four tintes. 
However, 


this year, without additional 


rain, fields w ill be irrigated 


six or seven times. 


Bragg estimates t h a t the 


additional irrigation c a u s e d 


by drouth w ill consume

"It costs about $12 an acre 


to irrigate without hiring a d ­ 


ditional labor," B r a g g said.

to be on May 18th ballots

The Legislature 
approved 
four constitutional 
a m e n d ­ 


ments to appear on the May 18 


ballot to again a t t e m p t to 
modernize the 1876 Constitu­ 
tion of tills State. 
This past 


week has been most strenuous
